(Falling from one of the heavy army 
trucks shortly after 
midnight this 
morning, Corporal Thomas Andrews 
Richards, of Camp Colt, was instant­ 
ly killed. The accident occurred about 
two miles on the other side of Ab­ 
bottstown, while Richards was return­ 
ing with a large number of soldiers 
from a dance given for them at the 
York Out-Door Club. 
Richards, evidently tired and sleepy, 
fell from the truck and one of the 
wheels ran over his left arm crush­ 
ing it and breaking it in two places. 
Other men on the truck 
felt 
the 
bump as the heavy car went over 
him. 
He was dead when he was 
picked up, evidently from a fracture 
of the skull which he sustained when 
he fell on the hard pike or when his 
head struck some part of the machine. 
The truck did not go over his head. 
The remains were removed to Get­ 
tysburg where they were prepared 
for shipment by II. B. Bender. 
Corporal Richards had seen service 
on the Mexican Border. 
He was aged 
24 years, I month, and 21 days. His 
home is in Syracuse, Nebraska. 
He 
was a member of Company B, 327th 
Battalion Light Tanks. 
He leaves his father and mother 
arid several brothers and sisters. His 
father is a clergyman. 
Before joining the Army, Richards 
was engaged in teaching science in 
a high school in Nebraska. 
He was 
a man of attractive personality and 
had made a number of friends in 
Gettysburg during his short stay here.

VISIBLE HERE 


Saturday Evening between Six 
and Eight O’Ulock, Time for 
Visitation. 


A total eclipse 
of the sun 
takes 
placa next 
Saturday, lasting 
from 
half past six until about quarter past 
eight. 
In Adams County the eclipse will 
not be entire, only about three quar­ 
ters of the sun being covered, but as 
this occurs about sunset, fine oppor­ 
tunities will be 
given to all to wit­ 
ness this event through smoked or 
colored glasses. 
The maximum dark­ 
ening 
will 
be at 
about half 
past 
seven. 
The eclipse will be observed as to­ 
ut upon a strip varying from sixty- 
six to forty-four miles wide and ex­ 
tending diagonally across the country 
from 
the mouth 
of the 
Columbia 
river, near South Bend, Washington, 
to Orlando, Florida, where it passes 
out to sea, leaving 
the earth at the 
Bahama Islands. 
The long journey 
of the shadow across the continent 
will require forty-seven minutes. 
Astronomers who 
have been pre­ 
paring to make observations that are 
only possible at the time of total ob­ 
scurity of the sun 
will have an ex­ 
tremely busy time, as the maximum 
time of entire darkness in the United 
SUtes will be 
but two minutes.

A swindle in eggs by which it is 
claimed five produce dealers of York 
and several in Adams County were 
victimized of several thousand dozen 
of eggs has been revealed in the ar­ 
rest by Detective Charles S. White, 
of David Cohen, alias Jacob Camen, 
and Jacob Cohen, 
alias Asher Call, 
brothers, both of Philadelphia, operat­ 
ing as the Commerce Butter & Fgg 
Company. 
It is intimated that war­ 
rants will he sworn out against the 
Cohens by 
Adams County dealers, 
who were among those alleged to have 
been fleeced. 


The five York produce dealers have 
lost about $5,000 through the Cohens, 
who, it is alleged, operated the same 
as the United Butter & Egg Company, 
which firm fleeced farmers of York 
County out of more 
than 
$ 1 0 0 ,(HK) 
about IO years ago. 


The Cohen brothers made several 
visits to York, giving the names as 
Jacob Camen and Asher Call. 
They 
called upon produce merchants of the 
city, to whom they represented they 
would pay good prices for eggs. The 
eggs were to be placed in coli storage 
in Philadelphia, when a cold storage 
receipt for seventy per cent of the 
cost would be issued and the remain­ 
der paid when the eggs were dispos­ 
ed of. 
The proposition was present­ 
ed so attractively that five York pro­ 
duce dealers, I. J. GHidfeher, Felix 
Bentzel, R. Mitzel, C. R. Anstine and 
Emory Kinneman were persuaded to 
forward eggs in large quantities to 
the Commerce Butter and Egg com­ 
pany, I*hiladelphia. 


Becoming suspicious of the concern, 
when some of their financial obliga­ 
tions were not met, Mr. Giadfelter 
went 
to Philadelphia, on May IO, 
where, after 
an 
investigation, he 
learned that none of the eggs 
had 
ever been placed in cold storage, and 
that the Commerce Butter and Egg 
company’s stand at the Eighteenth 
and Columbia avenue market consist­ 
ed of a few empty crates. 
He also 
made discoveries which indicated that 
as fast as the eggs were received in 
Philadelphia, instead of being placed 
in co Sd storage they were re-shipped 
to another place and disposed of. 


I. J. Giadfelter sent them a total of 
2,250 dozen eggs valued at $690.91; 
I). E. Bentzel & Son, $1,971.54 worth; 
C. R. Anstine, $690 worth; R. Mitzel, 
$450 worth, and E. E. Kinneman, $ 1 ,- 
032.50 worth. 
The

County 
dealers’ names and amounts have not 
yet been given out. 
The Cohens do 
not appear to have used the mails, 
hence the charge is merely larceny by 
bailee and false pretense.

Germans Unable to Gain Ground 
though they Keep up Pound­ 
ing Tactics. 


ALLIES THRpW THEM BACK 


And Efforts to Push through so ss to 
Straighten Offensive Line AII Fail 
Completely. 


Paris, Jupe 6—The Allied stonewall 
of resistance is still being imposed 
against the Germans on the battle­ 
front from JSoiasona to Chflteau-Thier- 
ry. 
Nowhere is the enemy making 
progress. 
The fury of the invaders, however, 
has not yat been checked, for all along 
the front they are launching assault 
after assault on various sectors in 
the hope that the Allied ranks may 
give further ground, 
which 
would 
enable the enemy to straighten out 
the curve in the line from Moulin- 
Sous-Touvent, north-west of Soiasons, 
to Troesnca, which lies south-east of 
ViMers-Cotterets. 
Great masses of artillery and large 
numbers of troops are being used by 
the German* in almost continuous 
battles, but notwithstanding this fact 
the Allied line everywhere has held 
strongly, and at several points the 
defenders have taken the offensive in­ 
to their own ha nils and improved their 
positions. 
Standing out in sharp contrast 
against previous communications is­ 
sued by the German War Office, claim­ 
ing gains by feats of arms of the tail­ 
ing back of the Allies, 
is the an­ 
nouncement made in Berlin Wednes­ 
day night. 
“On the battlefront the 
situation is unchanged”, aa ye the an­ 
nouncement. 
The Germans are still suffering 
heavy casualties in their unsuccessful 
assaults. 
Along the Marne front there has 
been no further lighting of great 
moment, although in the vicinity of 
Rherms the German artillery has be­ 
gun a violent bombardment, which 
probably indicates another infantry 
attack in this region, which has been 
relatively quiet for several days past. 
The American troops in the Lane­ 
ville sector daily are showing their 
merit in fighting with the enemy. 
The Germans seemingly are fearful 
of the band of warriors in the Lane­ 
ville sector, tor they again have in­ 
creased the rain of shells of all kinds, 
including gas, upon and behind the 
American line, firing them from guns 
or dropping them from airplanes. Un­ 
stinted praise continues to be given 
the Americans for their intrepidity. 
There still has been no resumption 
of the battle on the front in Flanders 
or Picardy, where the British are fac­ 
ing the Germans.

Mr. Harbison spent 28 hours with 
the Rainbow division under heavy fire 
In a certain one of the American sec­ 
tors. 
“Thla used to be a quiet part of 
the front,” Mr. Harbison explained. 
'T hat la, It waa quiet until the Yan­ 
kees came. Among the troops who had 
previously held these trenches their 
had been less than n score of casual­ 
ties In over a year. The Boche moved 
about pretty much as he plea sed­ 
ated really led a placid life.

He waa encountered In one 
of the forward Y. M. C. A, station* 
located In a shell-torn village at th* 
end of a communication trench, and 
his grimness was In striking contrast 
to the gayness of the men around him 
“Frits got my corporal yesterday.” he 
explained. 
“He was also my hest 
friend.” 
His Asta clenched over the rifle In 
hit handa. 
“But I go back into the trendies at 
four In the morning. I'm going to get

Restricted Credits Sines War Basan 
Puts Stop to Age-Old 
Custom. 


New York.—The beneficial effects of 
restricted credits In Chino Mm-e the 
war started in 1914, which have forced 
the Chinese merchants to do business 
pretty much on a cash baals, were 
particularly noticeable in the unusual­ 
ly small number of failures on Chi­ 
nese New Tear’s day. which Is the 
annual settlement day in the Chinese 
commercial world. 
According to Consul General George. 
K. Anderson of Hongkong, banking In­ 
terests In China have found that the. 
demand 
for 
accommodations 
has 
fallen off tremendously during the last. 
three years. 
Prior to the war and from time Im­ 
memorial this annual settlement day 
has entailed efforts of every sort on 
the |mrt of the Chinese to raise money'4 
for liquidating their debts accumulated 
during the year. 
Frequently they have had to M I 
much of their stock Iii business at a 
great loss, even personal property aft 
well, In order to raise sufficient funds 
to “save their face” as It Is called. 
An annual street fair for the sale of 
all sorts of property, personal and 
otherwise, has been sn old-establlshed 
( ustom In Hongkong for generations, 
almost for centuries, while at the same 
time both foreign and domestic hanks 
have placed large sums on accommo­ 
dation. In the last three years, how­ 
ever, loans have been small, property 
sates have been light In comparison, 
and the street fair has become the 
occasion for sales to Chinese Instead 
of sales by Chinese to foreigners. 
Though the Chinese merchant’* vol- 
ame of business has In some In­ 
stances been somewhat curtailed, a* 
a result of his having had to operate 
on much shorter credits than he ha* 
been accustomed to. bls net profits at 
the end of the year, through not hav­ 
ing been forced to sacrifice merchan­ 
dise at a loss, have been materially 
Increased. 
It Is said also that the Chinese busi­ 
ness men have come to see the advan­ 
tages of the new system, and that In 
all probability they will never go back 
to the old.

The Mississippi river, most capri­ 
cious and pampered of all streams, on 
which Uncle Sam has spent millions 
of dollars In Jetties and levees to keep 
her In proper place, is now having a 
carpet made for her at an ext>enae of 
many hundred* of thousand* of dol­ 
lars.

Acting Brigadier General Held Behind 
German Line 8aye Mitt Defeated 
the 
British 
Fifth 
Army—Knocks 
Down 
Two 
Teuton 
Guarde 
and 
Then Makes Hts Way to English Po­ 
sitions. 


It was the British Fifth army which 
let the Germans through toward Ami­ 
ens. For a time the facts w'cre some­ 
what obscure. Much new material has 
been collected, and the authorities are 
now ohio fairly accurately to recon­ 
struct Its opening stages. One of the 
most valuable stories Is thst supplied 
by a colonel, acting brigadier, who 
was temporarily taken prisoner and 
had the unique experience of watch­ 
ing the German advance from the Ger­ 
man side for a period of more than six 
hours. 
General Gough, who was In com­ 
mand of the Fifth Tinny, was relieved 
of this command as an unsuccessful 
general, but subsequent information 
nhout the battle does not show that 
nny specific charges can be brought 
against him. 
From the facts now known It Is aa* 
tonlshlng, not that the Fifth army 
failed to hold the Germans, bnt that 
they were able to resist as they did. 
The men fought like lions. 
Rear 
guards died where they stood to save 
the rest of their comrades, and the 
retreat this army accomplished baa 
been described as a “miracle.” 
Line Held Lightly in Men. 
For reason* which are not disclosed 
the line of the Fifth nrmy was lightly 
held in men, but strongly in every 
artifice of modern defense. It was the 
mechanical part of the defense which 
failed or, rather, was neutralized at 
the crucial moment. 
It Is not possible to go Into very 
great detail, but the most serious of 
the minor breaks which occurred and

the one which developed into the most 
menacing, was that in the neighbor­ 
hood of St. Quentin.

In point €ff fact, these re-en­ 
forcements were delayed in coining up, 
which makes the Work done and the 
retreat of the Fifth army all the more 
remarkable. 
It was between the break-through 
by General Von H utier at St. Quentin 
and the arri vat of reinforcem ents 
thnt the nondescript forces of en­ 
gineers 
and 
laborers 
collected 
by 
Brig. Gen. Bandsman Carey suved the 
line. 
Seer*! of Gorman Success. 
The secret of the German success 
against tho Fifth army was the ex­ 
traordinarily heavy mist which devel­ 
oped on the morning of the attack. 
The British knew the attack was in 
preparation, and In anticipation of It 
had developed a most elaborate sys­ 
tem of traps and cro*s-flre arrange­ 
ments, which were considered suffi­ 
cient to shatter nny advance by the 
enemy. 
What perhaps the British did not 
know was the exact moment when the 
attack would be delivered, and what 
they could nyt foresee wa* the extraor­ 
dinary weather conditions which pre­ 
vailed. 
The British line of defense consisted 
first of all of a line of outposts: In­ 
side of tins was the carefully sighted 
battle zone, at the boundary of which 
was the line of resist-race. What hap­ 
pened on the day of the attack was 
that the German* affe'ted a surprise 
by advancing right up to the outposts 
without being seen and by 
terrific
